IBEW MOTION TO INTERVENE 

Comes the International Brotherhood of Electrical Workers, Local Union 1701 , by counsel, 

and moves the Commission for an order granting full intervenor status. As grounds for the motion, 

IBEW has labor contracts with both Western Kentucky Energy, where it represents approximately 

325 production and maintenance employees and with Big Rivers, where it represents a unit of 

approximately 24 transmission maintenance employees. The proposed transaction may potentially 

have an impact on the continuation of labor agreements, the terms and conditions of employment 

of both bargaining units. 

IBEW seeks full intervenor status so that it may review the positions of Big Rivers and 

Western Kentucky Energy relative to its labor agreements, future staffing plans, plans for any 

reductions in force or any other information that may impact on the present conditions or future 

opportunities of its union employees. IBEW wishes to receive all filings, data requests, motions and 

other information as a full intervenor. 



IBEW does not, at this time, intend to participate in the discovery phases of the case except 

to receive and evaluate the information. IBEW recognizes that its motion comes at a time when the 

procedural schedule is more than one-half completed. The Union does not anticipate that its 

participation will lead to any delays or complications, as it does not intend to move for leave to 

propound any data requests, nor to submit any witness testimony. It does intend to participate at the 

hearing in the cross-examination of witnesses. Despite its late filing, the employees of both Western 

Kentucky Energy and Big Rivers are significant stake holders in the transaction. Their participation, 

through the TJnion, should be viewed by the Commission as an important and necessary component 

to a full and fair hearing on all issues raised by the proposed transaction. 

Counsel for Big River has consented to allow the undersigned to represent that Big River has 

no objection to the intervention. 

For all these reasons, IBEW seeks full intervenor status according to 807 KAR 5:001(8)(b).
